The situ ation at Hankow, where the 
bolshevik Cantonese government head 
qu arters have been established, is re­ 
garded as seriou s. 
Since the Cantonese drove ou t the 
northern troops 
in September they 
have been 
bu sy 
in 
organizing all 
classes of labor into u nions in a man­ 
ner similar to the indu strial soviets of 
Ru ssia. 
Anti-foreign feeling has

There

British naval contingents have been 
landed at the British concession lying 
along the Yangtze river and British 
volu nteers have been called ou t to re­ 
info rce the concession police who are 
endeavoring to enforce . new regu la­ 
tions which prohibit armed grou ps of 
Chinese from passing 
thru the con­ 
cession district withou t 
special per­ 
mission. Many

The Nestoiiau stone ha» attracted 
much attention from western scholars. 
One 
American 
scientist 
has 
pro 
nounced it a forgery, but later inves­ 
tigations seem lo have established its 
authenticity and show that Its inscrip 
tion presents a truthful account of the 
tlrst Christian mi sion to China. 
The stone was found by workmen 
to the year 1025. The inscription con­ 
sists of three columns of Chinese char­ 
acters, with a few ifyrlac paragraphs, 
the 
latter language being unknown 
in Chiua. 
it is a long exposition of 
the Christian doctrines of the period. 
in China antiquarians have long 
held (he stone in great veneration. 
The style is brief to u degree, but not 
easily understood,
